Q. Has South Africa any terror- 
ist ‘movement like the Mau 
Mau? 


A: No. The Mau Mau is a secret 
and -bestial organization con- 
fined to Kenya, which is sepa- 
rated from the Union by about 
3,000 miles. The few resistance 
movements which have made a 
brief appearance in South Af- 
rica .in the past decade have 
been organized and largely in- 
spired by Communist groups. 


Q. When soup is served in a two- 
,yhandled cup, is it ever drunk 
from the cup? 

A. Soup is sometimes drunk from 
a bouillon cup when most of 
it has been eaten from a spoon 
first. 


Q. How can you tell whether your 
‘perennial plant needs dividing? 
A. The plant should be divided if: 
1, Stocks at the centre of the 
clump have died out leaving a 
ring of growth about a sparse 
centre. 2, The plant does not 
bloom as heavily as in the past 
and has small or malformed 
flowers. 3. A great many of the 
lower leaves wither away, and 
the foliage that remains wilts 
easily and seems in poor health.

When to fish, and 
how the catch will be marketed 
is decided by the Association as a 
group. 

For several years now the West 
Boundary fishermen have been 
selling their annual catth through 
the Saskatchewan Fish Marketing 
Service. 

Charlie Embree, Association 
president this year, says co-op 
members decided to drop the 
SFMS back in 1952 and go back 
to the open‘ market. ‘We'll never 
do that again,” he states: empha- 
tically. ‘Those fish» buyers really 
took us to the cleaners.” 

Charlie says the main purpose 
of the Association is to keep the 
fishermen together as a_ strong, 
closely-knit group. “We've got to 
be strong’ to have _ bargaining 
power,” he says. : 

The Association takes in an 
area of roughly 1,500 square 
miles. It is bounded on the’ west 
by Alberta; on the south by the 
Beaver River; on the east by the 
Goodsoil Township line; and on 
‘the north by a line above Prim- 
rose Lake. 

Only area residents can belong 
to the Association and only mem- 
bers can fish area lakes. . These 
lakes are Cold, Piérce, Lac -des 
Isles, Lepine and at certain times, 
Primrose. 

The fishermen operate individu- 
ally, with their own outfits, on the 
lakes, They can subscribe to a 
pickup: service, or deliver their 
catch to a central packing plant. 
The handling of the fish at this 
point is taken over by a contrac- 
tor, who bids each year for the 
job. 

Otto does the contracting for 
Cold, Pierce, Lepine and Primrose 
Lakes. He must process the fish 
according to current market de- 
mands and look after delivery of 
it. Joe Schreiber of Goodsoil con- 
tracts for Lac des Isles. 

So far, the West Boundary co- 
op system has worked out amaz- 
ingly well, and all the members 
swear by it. The fishermen can 
operate ‘individually on a lake and 
by selling together as an organiz- 
ed group through a _ non-profit 
agency like: the SFMS, can. get. 
the top going prices for their fish. 

Most of the West Boundary 
fishermen favor the idea of an 
overall Saskatchewan Fishermen's 
Co-operative . Federation, which 
would incorporate the SFMS as 
its selling agency. 

Otto believes this will come in 
time. He feels, however, that: not 
all of the provifice’s commercial 
fishermen are ready for it yet. 

He thinks faster progress in 
‘this . direction’ would come - by 
starting right now on a trainin 
program for potential co-op lead-

A very extensive, and perhaps 
very difficult, educational drive is 
being undertaken to support a na- 
tion-wde “Buy Canadian — Keep 
Canadians Working” campaign. 
The Canadian Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation is behind the drive and 
its president, H. V. Lush, keynotes 
the campaign thus: “If manufa¢- 
turing falters and workers’ are 
laid off in. growing-numbers, every 
other, segment of the economy 
feels it. The fisherman doesn’t sell 
as much fish, the farmer doesn’t 
sell aS many potatoés, the brick- 
layer doesn’t lay-as many bricks, 
the carpenter doesn’t hammer as 
may nails.” Since. about one out 
of four of all employed Canadians 
is directly employed in manufac- 
turing, there can be no doubting 
the hardships that .would accrue 
to the fishermen and farmers and 
all other working Canadians if 
manufacturing went ‘into a severe 
slump. 

The CMA head admits that in 
the past Canadians have never 
bought goods on a patriotic basis 
and that it will be no easy task 
to sell the public on the extra 
value that is inherent in any 
made-in-Canada label. To the con- 
sumer, price is always a factor. 
In some lines Canadian prices may 
look high when compared with 
those charged for goods imported 
from the low-wage countries, or 
the goods shipped to Canada as 
the surplus output of the ,mass- 
production industries of the U.S. 

The big job is to explain the 
extra values inherent in Canadian- 
made goods, even when imports

Legal drugs 
for incurables 


A report out of Ottawa specu- 
lates that, in an attempt to do 
something constructive about the 
problem of drug addicts, Canada 
may experiment with clinics where 
addicts could obtain narcotic 
doses. legally. The idea is that al- 
most all Canada’s 3,000 known ad- 
dicts are incurable, and that sup- 
ervised clinics would take the 
profit out of the illicit‘ drug trade 
and permit the addict: to live an 
otherwise normal life. This super- 
vised ‘clinic approach fo the prob- 
lem was specifically“ rejected by 
the special Senate Committee re- 
port of 1955; nor does it appear to 


other workers in his own country. 
So no doubt there are extra val- 
ues in the “Buy Canadian’ idea.
